On presidential orders the U. 
S. Department of Defense was 
directed to support the War on 
Poverty programs. As a result, 
six cities have become sites for 
the first of such programs using 
military facilities, San Francisco 
was one of them. 


For San Francisco, the War on 
Poverty, OEO, allocated money 
for a pre-teen recreational, ed- 
ucational and cultural enrich- 
ment program utalizing the fa- 
cilities and personnel in the 
Presidio of San Francisco. 


FIRST TO BE SERVED 


The initial(first) group to be 
served were youth: in the Hun- 
ters Point area, those youth of 
pre-teen age in the Alice Grif- 
fith project homes. Presently 
there are no existing large scale 
programs directed at the needs 
of these youth. 


The Alice Griffith Housing 
project consists of 354 apartment 
units, housing over 4,000 persons 
or over II persons for every apart- 
ment. Nearly 80% or 283 of 
these families have only one 
parent. This means that with 
the low senior citizen number 
there are over 3500 children, 
teenagers and young adults liv- 
ing in Alice Griffith project. 

Unfortunately a majority of 
these youth must get along with- 
out any assistance or adult help. 


Because of work permits, 
which restrict teens under 14 
years of age, the Summer Youth 
Program has little direct effect 
on the younger youth. And, rec- 
recreational facilities in the 
Alice Griffith area are extreme- 
ly limited. The one small park 
has very few of any facilities, no 
recreation supervision or other 
programs and is not very readi!v 
accessable to the youth of the 
project. The park, Gilman, is”

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Welfare News 


_ Welfare recipients whose aid 
payments have been terminated 
can now be reinstated due to a 
recent Alameda County Superior 
Court decision. This landmark 
case is extremely important to 
recipients of public assistance. If 
a recipient’s payments have been 
cut off, or are going to be cut 
off, they will be continued if he 
or she takes the following steps: 


1. Immediately requests a fair 
county welfare department 
hearing, contesting the welfare 
department‘s reasons for discon- 
tinuing aid, and 

2. Files an affidavit with the 
county welfare department stat- 
ing why he or she believes they 
were wrongfully discontinued. 


The welfare department can- 
not cut off payments to anyone 
who requests the fair hearing and 
files the affidavit, but the hear- 
ing must be requested—it is not 
automatic. Payments must be 
continued until the hearing de- 
cision is rendered. 


The San Francisco Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance Founda- 
tion is prepared to assist any wel- 
fare recipient in filing a request 
for fair hearing and filing an af- 
fidavit with the county. In order 
to insure prompt action on all 
claims for re-instatement, con- 
tack Main Office attorneys Stev- 
en Antler or Peter Sitkin. at:

On behalf of thousands 
of welfare recipients in Cal- 
ifornia and throughout the 
nation, the SF Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance Foun- 
dation filed two suits in Fed- 
eral Court. They challenge 
the reduction in incentive 
payments to people trying 
to get off the welfare rolls. 


The complaints label as “‘ar- 
bitrary and illegal’’ Depart- 
ment of Health, Ed. & Wel- 
fare and Cal. State Dept. of 
Social Welfare regulations 
lowering welfare grants to 
persons enrolled in Manpow- 
er Development Training 

Act(MDTA) programs. 


“The significant reduction 
in welfare has had an im- 
mediate impact on the 
families involved. Some mo- 
thers may be forced to drop 
out of the training program,” 
said Peter Sitkin, attorney. 


“This case again illustrates 


the way the Welfare Depart- | 


ment costs the taxpayers 
money by shortsighted rules 
which prevent recipients 
from getting jobs or train- 
ing. Little extras, such as 
transportation, needed clo- 
thing, child care and incen- 
tive payments make it pos- 
sible in a short time for peo- 
ple to become independent 
and self-supporting,’’ he 
concluded. 
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Current Question 
BUTCHERTOWN INCINERATOR 


The question of an incinerator in San Francisco has raised 
many questions, much controversy and unnecessary conflict. The 
majority of the conflict came about when ‘‘the man” decided 
that an incinerator should be built adjacent to the Butchertown 
PG&E plant. He never thought about putting it where the Art In- 
stitute is and putting the Institute out here. Before an incinerator 
is built in Butchertown ‘‘there will be incineration, only it won't 
be garbage burning.” But | would rather build than burn so | will 
proceed with stating what | think is a better solution. 


The incinerator seems to be the most favored of the final two 
solutions to San Francisco’s garbage problem chosen. They were, 
(1) the aforementioned incinerator, and (2) Western Pacific Rail- 
road has agreed to construct a six million dollar terminal, through 
which garbage trucks can dump their loads into railroad cars(WP’s) 
which will then be hauled to Lassen County to serve as part of a 
fill operation. Both plans have comparable pros and cons which | 
will proceed to: 


THE INCINERATOR 


If an incinerator were to be fuilt it would presumably keep 
San Francisco’s garbage problem within the city limits. 

This was a much desired specification when solutions were call- 
ed for. However, the residents of the Hunters Point-Bayview Com- 
munity have indicated immobile opposition to having the inciner- 
ator built next to the Butchertown PG&E plant. Unfortunately, 
the PG&E plant is the only one which could use the steam gener- 
ated by the incinerator. 

The operational cost of the incinerator could be lowered by 
selling the steam it produced to PG&E. 

However, PG&E has indicated that much of its equipment is al- 
most obsolete and will have to be replaced with more up to date 
facilities, and stated that to plan and construct a new plant would 
take ten years, that | doubt. 


An incinerator could be built to accomodate the refuse from 
the entire bay area. 

This poses little problem since the counties could be signed un- 
der contract to insure their participation before construction. 
This will eliminate over-estimating the capacity of refuse that the 
incinerator will have to dispose of. 

The extra income from disposing of the garbage could be used 
to lower, or eliminate the commuter tax for participating counties 

Very possibly San Mateo will have to be given special consider- 
ations, both for the price of garbage disposal by the planned incin- 
erator and the commuter, tax, in order that we may continue 
dumping at the present bay fill site until construction is comp- 
lete. 

Lassen county like San Mateo might spontaneously decide that 
they no longer want our garbage. 

At the rapid rate in which science is proceeding today, it is very 
possible that a method of garbage disposal better than incineration 
will be developed. There is no way to telling whether the poten- 
tial new method will make the incinerator obsolete or whether 
they will be compatible and maybe even dependent upon one 
another. 


THE LASSEN COUNTY HAUL PROPOSAL 


The Haul Proposal could be a means of stalling for time, in 
case a newer and better method, than incineration were develop- 
ed. 

This proposal on a temporary basis as would be necessary to 
stall, might not be economically feasible, or satisfactory to Lassen 
for reasons stated earlier. 

Lassen county has indicated that they favor the landfill oper- 
ation since it could potentially develop the now useless, land, for 
cattle grazing or even residential purposes. 

Since the land-fill operation would be on a temporary and jn- 
definite basis, Lassen county might not agree, considering that the 
job would only be partially done. 


Western Pacific has offered to build a six million dollar termin- 
al to accommodate the garbage transfer from truck to train on 
their own porperty. 

Western Pacific presently has rail lines running through the 
part of Lassen County proposed as the fill site. 

Western Pacific’s obvious convenience as to the sites, and over- 
whelming generosity in offering such an expensive terminal are 
something to be considered. 


Carefully considering the preceeding factors | suggest the follow- 
ing solution: 

Build the proposed incinerator and a new PG&E plant into 
one unit, or two adjoining units to reduce the transportation of 
the steam to be sold to PG&E. Then demolish the existing Butcher- 
town PG&E plant. 

The new incinerator should be located on or adjoining Western 
Pacific’s Railroad yards to be serviced by a variation of Western Pa- 
cific‘s proposed terminal. One which would accommodate the tran- 
sfer of garbage, from trucks serving San Francisco, and covered rail 
cars hauling garbage from other bay area counties, to the incinerator. 


| feel that this proposal would best serve the interest of all of 
San Francisco by effectively eliminating the City’s garbage pro- 
blem in a most favorable manner, and contain the means of dis- 
posal within the City limits, without the loss of property value.

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DANIEL HALE WILLIAMS 


1856 — 1931 
(FIRST SUCCESSFUL OPERATION ON THE HUMAN HEART) 


Perhaps itwas the words of Daniel Hale Williams’ father, “We. . .must 
cultivate our minds”, or Frederick Douglass’ advice “The only way youcan 
succeed is to override the pbstacles in your way. By the power that is 
within you, do what you hope to do”, that inspired him to the greatness he 


later achieved in the medical profession. 


Williams had been a shoemaker’s apprentice, barber, musician, and a 
student of law. He finally decided on medicine as a career while in his 


early twenties in Janesville, Wisconsin. 


After his graduation from Northwestern University in 1883 he was re- 
tained as an instructer, an unusual honor in tncse days. He later became 
one of the founders of the Interracial Provident Hospital and the first Negro 
nurses and interne training school in the United States. Dr. Williams was 
also one of the founders of the Notional Medical Association and became 


its first Vice-President. 


In 1893, the year of his greatest achievamenf, he became the first man 
to successfully operate on the human heart.

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Open Letter 
WHO NEEDS A POLICE COMMUNITY RELATIONS UNIT? 


It has been stated that the PCR unit is the most important 
unit in the police department. Quite the contrary, the PCR unit is 
being systematically weakened and is at present, nothing more 
than a Soup of police officers going through the motions,(but 
through no fault of their own) contributing very little to solving 
urban problems. It seems that everytime the PCR unit makes sig- 
nificant strides in bettering the image of the police force, and im- 
proving the attitudes of the community toward police in general, 
structural changes within the unit are made to weaken the effec- 
tiveness of the unit. 

The PCR‘s initial duties were to explain police procedure to 
the community and handle complaints made against the police de- 
partment; now the PCR unit does little of the former, and none 
of the latter. Because of the civil, human manner in which these 
compalints against the department were handled, the task of com- 
plaint handling was said to be too burdening for such a samll unit 
and was removed from the PCR unit. 

The PCR unit members are trained in, and qualified for, deal- 
ings with hostile urban community members. They have learned to 
be relaxed, frank, and to give-and-take in oral conversation; why 
then is there a need for PCR station representatives?—a uniformed 
officer who operates as a Dee! patrolman most of his working 
hours—to act as a PCR spokesman? PCR station representatives 
have = little interest in, and no knowledge of, the community 
and its functionings. A supervising captain stated the reason for a 
uniformed station representative working under precinct capt- 
ains is to get the people acquainted with the man who actually 
perform police work within the communit 

That biased statement clearly mirrors the existing attitudes 
held by many in the police department against the PCR unit and 
its members—that it doesn‘t do police work. The PCR station rep- 
resentatives should be abolished, they serve no purpose other 
than to act as checks on PCR unit members. 

The effectiveness of the PCR unit is dwendling, it is being 
threatened from all sides—police department attitudes and pro- 
ceedures, inept PCR civilian community representatives, and divi- 
sion in the unit itself(assigned night work, to avoid overtime pay, 
assigned station duty, two-hour ring-in requirement). If significant 
changes aren‘t promptly made, I see no need for a San Fran- 
cisco PCR unit. Instead, day watch police personnel, with their 
patched and torn aged grey uniforms, pertruding beer bel- 
ies and red faces can do the job. 


PERTINENT QUESTIONS 


Does the PCR unit have a full-time assigned supervising officer? ~ 

Why is it that all members of the PCR unit are not transferred 
into it rather than being detailed to it? 

Why aren‘t the present PCR civilian neighborhood council 
chairmans, and its coordinator replaced with young dynamic, ar- . 
ticulate, community representatives rather than discountinuing 
community meetings all-to-gether? Why is this unit kept so ex- 
clusive? = 

Why aren‘t all officers in the PCR unit entitled to eight hours 
overtime per week -based on an need-be basis, as are officers in 
the stations?

Alameda County - For the first time in history a judge has order- 
ed the discharge of jurors selected to try five black defendents 
because of the judge’s opinion: ‘“You will be tried for this alleged 
crime. But in whatever court your case is heard you will be guar- 
anteed a jury drawn from a cross section of the community, from 
which there will be no systematic exclusion of any group or cate- 
gory of citizens.’ The former jury was all white. The judge found 
that the DA was making a “conscious intent...to exclude non- 
whites as a group.” 


San Francisco - According to ACLU NEWS, Eldridge Cleaver’s dis- 


putes with the Calif. Adult Authority involves both free speech 
and due process. Cleaver was often denied travel to speak on the 
basis that he might make “‘inflamatory’’ speeches ‘‘thus violating 
the conditions of his parole’’. On. due process the Adult Author- 
its is alleged to have denied his rights when he was interned with- 
out a hearing following a shooting of a fellow Black Panther, by 
the Oakland Police, earlier this year. Mr. Cleaver is a member of 
the Black Panther Party for Self Defense and a candidate of the 
Peace & Freedom Party for president. 
Pinole - An-employee of the City of Pinole, in the East Bay, vacat- 
ed his job after a dispute with his employers over a “Free Huey” 
bumper sticker on his personal automobile. 
Boston - According to doctors at Lahey Medical Clinic, asprin can 
have certin toxic effects, such as internal bleeding and indigest- 
tion. It was also pointed out that “asprin does not kill viruses and 
therefore does not shorten the course of a common cold. It is not 
a sedative and does not induce sleep in the absense of pain,” ac- 
cording to Dr. Richard Norton of the clinic. 
Sacramento - A $1.2 million plan for up-grading black youth 
school in East-Oakland was vetoes| by Reagan. 
New York - Several black men and a white friend were assulted 
and brutalized by several hundred off-duty policemen in the cor- 
ridors of the New York Court building. Those assulted were on 
their way to attend the hearing of a fellow Black Panther. Some 
of the off-cuty cops wore “‘Wallace fer Prededent”’ pins, they also 
used police black Jacks on their victims. After the assult the cops 
acked the court in a supposed intimidation of the court and the 
Pack men on trial. It is alleged that New York authorities are 
“investigating” the matter. The cops are members of a right-wing

| are uts The Hunters Point CEP Child 


| n mid-August the City’s CEP 
Child Care Centers were given 
but fifteen days to phase down 
their operations. INstead of the 
expected $500 thousand to oper- 
ate such centers in each of the 
five poverty target areas, they 
would have but $100 thousand 
for the entire city. In the last 
week in August a surprise meet- 
ing was set up with Jack Walsh of 
the Labor Department to render 
some explination and adjustment 
of the situation. 


Walsh explained that SF had a 
unique program where he and Mr. 
John Dukes, SF EOC, some 1/4 
months or more earlier had se- 
cured an extra $400 thousand 
(each city was only to get $100 
thousand for child care in its CEP 
programs). And he further ex- 
plained that there was a stipul- 
ation that at the end of the con- 
tract the added money would 
have to be secured from other 
funds(ie. go back to the original 
grant of $100 thousand from the 
Labor Department) to make up 
the difference. 

Walsh also stated that the 
Labor Department, which spon- 
sors the CEP(Concentrated Em- 
ployment Program) for training 
unemployed, new careers and the 
like, is “‘not in the child care 
business.” 


He claimed that his depart- 
ment had not “led on” persons 
and had informed, last June, 
the SF EOC of the expected cuts 
Residents had pointed out that 
they had been “‘led to believe 
that prior to two months ago, 
the program would be refunded 
for the coming fiscal year.’ 


They claimed that the Labor Dept. 


had asked for a proposal from 
each target area for the year and 
were told to re-adjust their bud- 
gets down to $100 thousand each 
only to be told later that they 
had 15 days notice to phase out. 
But Walsh attempted to ex- 
plain that such negotiations were 
not directly with his office, this 
matter was unclear. It was also 
not clear concerning his own 
negotiations with the EOC.

The audiance present, mainly 
child care workers and mothers 
whose children were in child care 
while they were in the CEP prog- 
ram, had some different ideas and 
arguments. : 


First there was some question 
of the accuracy of only $100 
thousand going into each ciry for 
CEP child care. It was claimed 
that Oakland had received be- 
tween $200 and $300 thousand. 
Many workers and parents at- 
tempted to explain that the CEP 
program itself would fall apart if 
insufficient child care money is 
allocated for San Francisco. 


Walsh's only response was 
that with the remaining money, 
boby sitting services could be 
utalized 


He was rebutted on more 
then one count, first that as 
long as the Department of Labor 


did conduct such a training pro- 


gram it was their obligation to 
provide sufficient child care facil- 
ities, therefore “it was in the 
child care business’’ so to speak 
And second that the child care 
facilities themselves provided an 
added employment and benefits 
to the children in the program 
which could not be provided by 
so-called baby sitters. 


Many testified that they will 
now have to go back on welfare 
because they cannot afford to be 
in the program without proper 
full-time child care. 


Parents expressed their fears 
in leaving their children with 
persons other then the present 
child care staffs, in which they 
had a great deal of praise and 
confidence. It was also pointed 
out that now the child also is 
learning and receiving a great 
deal of ‘‘head start type” train- 
ing while in the centers. 


As it now stands some sort of 
an extension has been given for 
approximately three months, but 
the general future of the program 
lis still unclear. 


Care unit released the following 
arguments for not phasing out 
the child care program: 


“If this program is phased out 
the parents will be placed back 
in the throngs of welfare. 

“This training program meets 
the criteria for many young mo- 
thers who are from out of state 
residence who cannot meet the 
welfare commitment, therefore 
is abi the opportunity to learn 
a skill or job trade while in train- 
ing and child care service is pro- 
vided. 

“The program at Hunters 
Point Child Care and Develop- 
ment Center has definitely pro- 
vided many enriching experien- 
ces for the children of that 
target area. It has provided num- 
erous broadening experiences 
which would have been other- 
wise impossible for these econ- 
omically disadvantaged children. 
It has provided exposure to lan- 
guage experiences which are so 
significant to reading develop- 
ment. It has ceavered exposure 
to other children which is so im- 
portant to interpersonal relation- 
ships. It has provided nutrition- 
al balance which is so important 
to physical Be This program 
has provided a chance at the star- 
ting line for pre-school children 
in the area.”

EDUCATION: THE NEED FOR A CHANGE 


The present variance between our present society and 
education is part of no small dilemma. 


In the city, in the ghetto, it is obvious that we are in 
the midst of an undesirable society. Yet today‘s public 
schools are still separated from the basic interest of the 
community, and the home itself; with ghettoes rich 
versus de and whites over black colonies and the grow- 
ing gulf of ignorance and apathy and resignation, we 
are in trouble. Our only solutions for such great iso- 
lation have been to create more rigidity and the further 
bureaucratization of our lives. . . we get tighter. . . 


On-the-other-hand if we are to ever maintain a real- 
ly democratic society, there must be free and flexable 
interaction among all institutions in our lives. And, the 
most obviously removed institution involved with our 
realistic concerns and sincere communications is that of 
education. 


Today for most ghetto youth the high school diploma 
means nothing, the college degree often less(he usually 
cannot afford one). For youth there is even the neces- 
sity to drop out as one means of surviving as an honest 
and real person.And dropping out goes further then just 
attendence. In many cases it means that any possible 
thread of socital contact is broken for life...... today’s 
schools, it seems, could care less. 


To further the damage unfortunate others are pushed 
out with only a minimum of legislated requirements 
which have nothing to do with a changing society. 


To improve many of our bad situations we must by 
logic improve our education, yet today our schools are 
part of the system which produces the problems. 


Therefore, if we are really interested and in love with 


_ our children and anything but apathetic about what is 


really going on everywhere, we have got to begin at once 

to take an active part in our local school’s affairs. We can- 
not afford to tolerate ‘business as usual’ with our schools 
or what they are doing to our children.

swimming safety 


It is an unfortunate fact that 
far too many persons who engage 
in activities in and about water 
lack an understanding of the haz- 
ards involved and neglect to em- 
ploy proper safeguards against 
drowning. 


The loss of life can be greatly 
reduced by educating people to 
certain simple common sense pre- 
cautions, such as those listed be- 
low: j 
Learn to swim well. Relax in 
the water. 


Never swim alone. Make sure 
someone is nearby who can help. 


Select a safe swimming place, 


preferably supervised by a train- 
ed lifeguard. 


Never swim right after eating. 

Know your ability and endur- 
ance. Distance over water can be 
misleading. 


Never dive into unknown 
waters. 


Finally, swimmers and any- 
one around water needs to know 
how to rescue a person from 
drowing and how _ to give 
mouth-to-mouth artificial respir- 
ation. 


RESCUE BREATHING 


Each year approximately 50,- 


‘000 people die of gas or smoke 


inhalation, drowning and similar 
accidents. Many of the victims 
could be saved if someone knew 
the simple steps involved in the 
mouth-to-mouth artificial respir- 
ation. The primary purpose is to 
get air to the patient quickly and 
effectively, by blowing one’s 
breath into his lungs. This tech- 
nique delivers two to three times 
the amount of air provided by 


older manual methods. 


The first several seconds are 
vitally important: time should 


-not be wasted. Calling a doctor 


or transporting the victim or giv- 
ing secondary forms of first aid 
can await some one else’s action. 


CLEAN THE THROAD IF 
NECESSARY. Place the victim 
on his back. If foreign matter is 
present, turn his head to one 
side, force the mouth open, wipe 
the mouth and throat clean. 

TILT THE HEAD BACK as 
far as possible. 

ELEVATE THE VICTIM’S 
JAW into a jutting-out position 
by inserting thumb between the 
teeth, grasping the lower jaw 
and lifting it forcefully upward. 
DO NOT ALLOW THE CHIN 
TO SAG. 

OPEN YOUR MOUTH WIDE 
and cover the victim’s mouth 
completely by placing your 
mouth over his with AIR TIGHT 
CONTACT. At the same time, 
CLOSE THE VICTIM’S NOSE 
by pinching it between the 
thumb and finger.

Dear Elsie 

The first and most important thing is required of a couple who 
want to adopt a baby is that they have love for each other and 
get along well together, and that they have love of children. Many 
thousands of couples have given themselves untold happiness by 
opening their homes to children, by becoming parents to a child 
and caring for it and by bestowing their love on a child. And you 
can have this joy too. Contrary to what many people think, it is 
not necessary to own a home of your own, nor to have a high in- 
come or money in the bank in order to adopt a child. The agen- 
cies that help you adopt babies and children are mostly concerned 
with placing children where they will have a chance to grow up 
well and strong and be loved. If your health and that of your hus- 
band is good you have a good chance of being eligible to get a 


_ child. If you will telephone me at 282-0441 | will give you the 


name of the person to call at the Childrens’ Home Society adop- 
tion agency. This worker will help find the right child for you and 
go into the steps to be taken to make the adoption of a child legal. 
It is very important for you and important for the child that he be 
adopted legally. That means that according to the records at the 
county office your child is unquestionably yours. Without such a 
court action making it legal you might find at some future time 
that one or both of the natural parents can recalim the child and 
you might be forced to give up a baby whom you have come to 
love so greatly. And besides this the child has in turn come to 
know that you are his parents, which means that you are his 
whole world of safety and security and love which every child 
needs. It is always very hard on a child to be moved from a home 
he has gotten to know. Adoption is a very serious step and a 
great responsibility and an adoption agency with long experience 
is of the greatest help all along the way. 

Yes, there usually is a fee to pay for this help, but not always. 
Adoption agencies first of all want to find suitable good homes 
for babies and older children who need homes, and they work to 
make this possible.

-More and more people are ap- 
plying for Social Security bene- - 
fits today and according to the 
Social Security Administration, 
their claims could be handled 
more proptly if they knew be- 
more promptly if they knew be- 
fore they came in, what docu- 
ments are needed. 

Richard Smith, Officer-in- 
Charge of the Bayview District 
Social Security Office says that 
many of the claims they take 
each week could be processed 
more quickly if people brought 
proof of age, marriage, earnings, 
or death to their Social Security 
‘office at the time they filed their 
claim. 

For example, if you are apply- 
ing for retirement benefits, wife’s 
or widow’s benefits, you must 
prove your age before monthly 
payments can be. awarded. The 
best document for this is a birth 
or baptismal certificate recorded 
before your fifth birthday. If nei- 
ther of these certificates is avail- 
able, census records, school 
records, military or employment 
records, naturalization papers or 
passports, delayed birth certifi- 
cates or church records can be 
used. Generally, the older the 
document, the better it is as a 
proof of age. 

If you are applying for wid- 
ow’s benefits, you will need your 
marriage certificate as well as a 
death certificate. When filing as a 
wife, you will usually need a 
imarriage certificate and some- 
times proof of divorce from 
prior marriages. A disability ap- 
plicant should bring the full 
names and addresses of the doc- 
tors, hospitals or clinics that 
treated him for his condition. 

Finally, don’t forget to bring 
your own social security number 
and the number of the person on 
whose account you are filing. 

Lost Documents 

You should not delay filing 
your claim because one or more 
of these docwsments is not avail- 
able. The people in Social Secur- 
ity are equipped to give you 
advice on the best way to get the 
documents you need.
